Caftle under the Name of Palmer about Mi-

‘ felf to be the famous Turpin, I am perfuaded that 
‘an authentick Account of that Affair will not be 
‘ unacceptable to the Publick. It fcems that about 
‘the Time that the Reward for taking him’ came 
‘out, which was June the 25th, 1737. Inftead of 
* going beyond Sea (as was reported) he only crofs‘d 
¢ the Humber, and boarded at a Publick Houfé at 
‘ Brough Ferry for fome Time, but afterwards went 
to Welton, a fmall Village, about a Mile from 
Brough, and wide of the high Road. He faid he 
was a Butcher by Trade, but had taken up the 
Bulinefs of fometimes dealing in Horfes, and ge- 
nerally had two or three very good ones ; uled often 
to go over the Humber into Lincolofhire, and bring 
Horfes over back again, which he fold to the 
neighbouring Gentlemen, with whom he frequently 
ufed to hunt: And ir is imagin’d, that as his Fa- 
ther is in Chelmsford Goal on Sufpicion of Horfe- 
ficaling, they ufed to meet and exchange, there 
having been but few Horfes ftolen about Hemp- 
ftead in Effex, where his Father lived, fince old 
Turpin has been confined in Chelmsford Gaol, and 
this Man in York Caftle. However, this Trade he 
followed near two Years, till he happen’d to fhoot 
a Countryman’s Game-Cock or Hen, which anger’d 
the Fellow fc, that, to be reveng’d, he complain’d 
to fome Gentlemen of Hull that had made a Viiit 
to a neighbouring Gentleman at Ferriby. Upon 
what he alledg’d concerning this Palmer, and his 
manner of living, they order’d him to be taken 
up as a fufpicious Fellow, and brought next Day 
to riety, gh Seffions to give fome Account 
of himfelf. He was carried next Day, and faffer’d 
to ride his own Horfe, and was very jocofe till he 
came near Beverley, but then feem'd a little 
daunted. Upon his Examination, one Harris, with 
whom he had boarded at Brough, gave Inferma- 
tion, that one Day Palmer told him, if he would 
go alohg with him and have a good Heart, he
